Attached  hereto  is  a  copjr  of  Announceuent  F3C-353  covering  the  purchase  of  dried 
egg  products  oy  the  P.ooC.Co-    This  Pimouncenent  is  similar  in  nost  respects  to 
ilnnouncement  PSO-450,  v/hich  it  supersedes.     There  are^  hnv/everj   sone  changes  and 
these  changes  together  with  so.7ie  of  th.c  other  ir.iportaiit  r Gquirc:nents  are  hereby 
called  to  jrour  attention  as  fol].ovrE: 

1,  All  dried  egg  products  shall  be  prepared  either  fron  frozen  egg 
products  or  fron  shell  eggs.     If  prepared  directly  from  shell 
eggs,  such  shell  eggs  must  be  candled  before  breaking  and  any 
unsoLind  or  unfit  eggs  revealed  by  candling  must  be  discarded. 

2,  The  inspection  and  ".  eight  certificates  shall  be  dated  not  more 
than  30  calendar  days  prior  to  the  delivery  date  specified  in 
the  offer.    The  lots  delivered  to  the  F.G.CoC.  must  be  the  lots 
sajnpled  and  inspected  by  the  Agricultural  liarketing  Administra- 
tion and  the  grading  certificates  tcndcrod  the  F.S„C.C,  m.ust 
name  the  manufacturer  of  the  product,  state  the  identifying  pro- 
duction lot  number  for  the  barrels  in  each  lot  and  the  date  of 
manufacture.     Dried  v/-holc  egg  (product  A)  and  the  dried  yolk 
offered  under  the  description  Product  D  (not  the  albumen)  manu- 
factured more  than  30  dr.ys  prior  to  the  delivery  date  specif'icd 
in  the  offer  "VTill  not  be  acceptable  to  the  F.SoC„Co     In  addition 
to  tlic  grading  c.  rtif  icatc-s ,  the  vendor  of  tlie  product  must 
tcjider  idth  euch  delivery  an  affidavit,  on  form  prescribed,  at- 
testing to  the  date  of  m.anufucturc  of  the  product. 

3,  In  addition  to  markings  previously  required,  the  barrels  must 
now  also  be  marked  to  shovf  the  manufacturer's  name  and  plant 
address  if  either  is  diff ei  ent  from  the  vendor's  name  and  ad- 
drcse , 

4,  The  products  shall  be  delivered  vdthin  a  10  day  period  beginning 
with  the  date  specified  in  the  offer.  The  particular  day  v/ithin 
tlie  period  being  at  the  option  of  the  F.SoC.C. 

5,  Firms  not  making  delivery  v/ithin  the  specified  period  c  s  stated 
in  the  arnounccmunt  beginning  with  the  date  specifiv,d  in  the  ac- 
ceptance, will  be  subjected  to  a  liquidated  damage  euti  unless 
the  firm  m.s  unable  to  obtain  sar:pling  and  inspection  by  the 
Agricultural  Ilarketing  Administration,  in  which  case  such  sam.p- 
ling  and  inspection  services  imst  have  been  requested  for  a  date 
at  least  10  dajrs  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  offer  as  the

In  t'-'is  connection^ 
vro  rrish  to  remind  you  of  the  importance  of  having  tlric  firms 
nako  proper  rrritten  application  for  the  sampling;;,  T.xi^Mng, 
analysis  and.  grading  of  dried  eggs,  details  of  v.-hich  arc  con- 
tained in  Dried  Egg  lioiriorandim  ITo,  1.    You  should  particularly 
note  that  the  sc.i?.plcr  must  receive  froiri  the  vendor  an  original 
and  three  copies  of  this  applicc.tion  correctly  dated  and  filled 
out  in  dcte.il  before  any  saiapling  or  tr  s  c  v/eight  service  is 
perfonued.     Also  that  the  original  and  one  copy  of  the  appli- 
cation must  be  mailed  to  the  laboratory  vrith  the  SL.m'olin^  and 
tcst-';vcight  report.     The  office  issuing  the  grading  certifi- 
cate will  subsequently  attach  the  original  application  to  the 
original  certificate  and  the  copy  should  be  attaclicd  to  the 
copy  of  the  certificate  "'.vhich  is  mailed  to  IVashington.  One 
copy  of  the  application  is  retained  by  the  sampler  and  one 
copy  supplied  to  the  applicant. 


J!c  again  Tidsh  to  call  to  your  attenti':n  that  one  "ample  should  be  taken  from 
each  lot  for  each  4,000  pounds  or  fraction  thereof.    Also  that  vrlicn  barrels 
arc  dumped  to  obtain  the  net  vfoight  of  the  contents  that  sone  scuiplcs  should 
be  taken  from  the  center  and  bottom,  of  the  barrels.    Also  when  barrels  are 
dumped  to  obtain  the  not  weight  of  the  contents,  it  ie  not  necessary  to  shcfv: 
the  gross  ivcight  and  tare  vreights  on  the  samplers'  reports.    Only  the  not 
weight  of  the  contents  of  the  barrels  needs  to  be  shoT/n,  but  there  must  thcr. 
also  be  sh^ovm  on  the  report  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  net  r/eight  i^as 
obtained  by  dumping  the  bari'cls  and  v/eighing  tlie  contc'ncs.
